There was, last night, a narrow escape 
from su ch a terrib le accident as wou ld i 
have resu lted from the tu mb ling of a lot ; 
of freight cars with the train men from 
j 
the Illinois Central railroad b ridge in to \ 
Rock river at this place. That the read-! 
er may u nderstand how the accident orig­ 
inated we may explain the situ ation. I 
There is a “down grade” railroad track j 
from the sou th side depot to the river ; 
b ridge. Last night ab ou t ten o’clock j 
while switching ten freight cars that 
were detatched from the engine started I 
on the down grade for the b ridge a n d 
j 
owing to the fact that the rails were cov­ 
ered with ice the b rakemen cou ld not 
stop them. One car in passing a switch 
was derailed and this, on accou nt of the 
frozen grou nd and sleet was pu shed to 
the very sou th end of the b ridge. A 
freight train was du e from the north and 
althou gh the train men were aware of 
that fact they clu ng to tho b rakes with 
heroic efforts to prevent a collision, 
which at one time appeared to b e inevi­ 
tab le, for the whistle of the sou th b ou nd 
freight was heard at the North Dixon 
depot. As the train from the north came 
thu ndering down the steep grade north 
or the b ridge the then u ncontrolab lecars, 
with the b rakemen on top of them, were 
apparently destined to meet it on the rail­ 
road b ridge, which wou ld have resu lted 
in b oth trains b eing dashed to a terrib le 
destru ction into Rock river. 
Fortu nate­ 
ly the engineer from the north was made 
aware of the danger in time to prevent a 
collision. 
The cars which b roke away , 
so to speak, wb ile the switching was go 
ing on, on the sou th side, were stopped 
when within a few inches of the b ridge, 
ndeed th e car that was derailed was 
pu shed ou . u p the high ab u tment and 
had it passed u pon two feet, or perhaps a 
few inches, fu rther. It wou ld have stru ck 
the b ridge and prob ab ly b een thrown in­ 
to the river, dou b tless pu lling the entire 
train of ten cars with it. Taking it all 
and all it was a very narrow escaped from 
another terrib le railroad accident. It ap­ 
pears, from what we can learn, that it 
was the good ju dgment and cool plu ck of 
the railroad men that saved the trains 
from destru ction and the loss of life.

The General alleged that it was emi­ 
nently necessary to hav e cav alry on the 
other side of the stream, ami that it 
was impossible to wait u ntil the pon­ 
toon bridge was constru cted to get the 
men ov er there. 
And inasmu ch as 
Tou lou mine and Lev is had frank ly de­ 
clined to mak e the attempt, for the ex ­ 
cellent reason that the entire brigade 
wou ld most lik ely be drowned, the 
Danu be being at the proposed point 
more th an’fou r k ilometers wide, Hk obo- 
lefT had begged them to scare u p a few 
v olu nteers and send them to him. 
The 
Ossetes whom I had seen passing were 
the v olu nteers in q u estion. 
“I had my horse saddled and galloped 
off in the direction of the riv er. 
Pres­ 
ently I fou nd assembled on the bank 
nearly all the officers of the brigade. 
“A little in adv ance of the grou ps 
the elder 
» Sk obeleff 
stood between 
Lev is and Tou lou mine, watching his 
son, stripped to his shirt and trou sers, 
with his cross of commander of the 
Order of St. George arou nd his neck . 
Michael Dmitriev itch Shobeleff leaped 
on horseback and 
u rged tho hu ge 
brownish bay steed into the stream. 
At first the animal resisted, shook his 
ears, neighed, then brav ely stru ck ou t 
swimming. 
For a short time Sk obeleff 
remained in tho saddle, becau se we 
cou ld see bis shou lders abov o the water, 
bu t soon we saw nothing hu t his head. 
I learned afterward that in order not to 
fatigu o his horse he had stepped into tho 
riv er, and k eeping hold of the animal’s 
tail, swam along behind him. 
The 
father began to tremble for him, and to 
cry after him in his nasal tones: 
“ ‘Miclia, my little Michael, come 
back ! 
Micha, M-i-i-cha, y ou will be 
drow ned!’ 
“The old man’s anx iety was pitifu l to 
witness. 
“ Bu t little Michael continu ed to swim 
withou t look ing back , mak ing steady 
progress. 
A few Ossetes had thrown 
themselv es into tho stream, following 
the General, and one of them, swim­ 
ming ou t a long distance, wou ld cer­ 
tainly hav e been drowned and his horse 
with him if a boat had not been sent to 
his relief.

“As for my self, as soon as I arriv ed 
on the shore my first mov ement was to 
u ndress. 
In less than two minu tes I 
was in the water with my horse. 
The 
creatu re swam a few moments, then 
tu rned arou nd and made for shore in 
spite of all the blows I cou ld bestow on 
his back . 
The Commandant of the

To ease ou r consciences, we 
started after him in a boat, drawing 
horses after u s by tho bridles, and we 
made ou r way toward a small island. 
It was only after reaching this point 
and gazing at the enormou s distance 
that had to be crossed before reaching 
tho Tu rk ish shore that I u nderstood 
how wisely my horse had acted in dis­ 
obey ing 
me. 
There was 
not the 
shadow' of a dou bt that I shou ld hav e 
been drowned. 
Bu t how' happened it 
that, not k nowing liow to sw'im, I had 
throwrn my self into the w'ater behind 
the General? I only k now that when I 
saw' Sk obeleff go in I said, ‘Drown 
rather than abandon him .’ 
“ The 
elder 
Sk obeleff 
remained 
motionless on the bank , following tho 
little black point, scarcely perceptible 
on the su rface bf the stream.

Michael, after narrow ly escaping death 
by drowning a hu ndred times had 
reached the opposite bank . 
And Sk o- 
beleff was a prince of sw immers w ith a 
matchless horse.

When a Gtiebre dies at Teheran his 
corpse is tak en to the lonely cemetery 
fiv e miles sou th of the city , situ ated on 
a lonely rock eminence that ov erlook s 
the v ast plains q u iv ering with mirngf 
It resembles a white watch-tower, being 
bu ilt in the shape of a rou nd hil 1-fort 
It is w hite, and has no apparent wav 
of entrance. 
The walls are bu ilt of cargel, or mu 
smeared with plaster that preserv es i 
from the weather. 
Winding slowly 
ov er the plain and u p 
the barren 
height, the procession of mou rners 
ou tcasts in a land they once ru led, hear 
the dead to his last resting-place. 
A 
hole is made in the w all of the ceme 
tery , throu gh which the corpse is tak en 
to the grav e. 
8 trange to say , the grav e is not du g 
in the earth. The su rface of the grou m 
within this u nroofed inclosu re is div i 
ded by raised brick into nu merou s ob­ 
long cells of u niform size, mu ch lik e 
tho parterres of a garden. 
The corpse 
is laid in one of these, dressed, and left 
there ex posed to the elements. 
Vu l 
tu res and bu zzards hov er ov er the cem­ 
etery in flock s; 
they k now' fu ll well 
what is tak ing place in the desolate 
spot. 
Then the mou rners retire to a 
little distance u p the hillside to watcl 
the birds of prey swoop dowu to dev ou r 
the dead. 
They hav e a reason for thu s k eenly 
observ ing, for they believ e that the 
destiny » t the departed sou l is rev ealed 
by the acts of tho birds. 
If they de­ 
v ou r the right ey e first, the sou l is in 
heav en, hu t if the left ey e is attack ed 
first then the mou rners go away sor­ 
rowfu l, for sod is the doom of their de­ 
parted friend. 
Bu t the Gnebres hav e other and more 
cheerfu l cu stoms than this. 
Their new 
y ear is called the no rooz, or new day . 
It comes at tho time when the su n 
crosses the line in March. 
Their tradi­ 
tions state that this festiv al was or­ 
dained by their great legendary King 
8 hah Iemsheed. 
Althou gh most of the 
Persians are now Mohammedans, y et 
they all accept tho period for the com­ 
mencement of the new y ear established 
in their cou ntry long ages before the 
camel-driv er of the desert sent his 
armies to force them to his creed, and 
thu s, at tho no rooz Gu ebres and Mu s­ 
su lmans alik e rejoice. 
The latter pre­ 
tend that they celebrate the occasion 
becau se it is the birth anniv ersary of 
their prophet, bu t this is a mere flimsy 
ex cu se, concocted in order to show their 
disdain for the Gu ebres. Bu t in a hu n­ 
dred w'ay s tho Persians show that in 
their celebration of this annu al festiv al 
they are following the traditions of 
their fire-worshiping ancestors. 
Nowhere is tho new y ear celebrated 
with moro my sticism and pomp and 
u niv ersal rejoicing than in Persia. For 
week s before it arriv es the people be­ 
gin their preparations for the occasion. 
Ev ery one seek s to raise money to pu r­ 
chase the new su it of clothes he is ex ­ 
pected to wear at the time, and the 
confectionery and prov isions for the 
ten day s of feasting, as du ring the pe­ 
riod, the shops are mostly closed. 
So 
important is it to be properly prepared 
for the no rooz, that articles of price 
that are family heirlooms are often sac­ 
rificed in order to prov ide the needed 
money . 
W hen the new moon of that month 
appears, dev ou t Persians look to the 
East, then, cov ering the face with their 
hands, they are slowly tu rned u ntil, 
on w ithdrawing the hands, the gleam­ 
ing sick le of the new moon is seen di­ 
rectly in front. 
Perhaps ou r su persti­ 
tion abou t discov ering the new' moon 
ov er the right shou lder is su ggested by 
this Persian cu stom. 
The ev o before no rooz is also the 
occasion for a cu riou s ceremony , ev i­ 
dently su ggested by the my stical mean­ 
ing the Gu ebres attach to fire and light. 
Tho common people leap ov er heaps of 
bu rning bru shwood laid in row s. 
It is 
possible the heathenish cu stom allu ded 
to in scriptu re of “passing children 
throu gh the fire” may be a form of this 
ceremony .

is the only noticeable nov elty thev ex hibit. 
Skirts are seen in great v ariety , « rom 
those worn by fashionable ladies .which, 
from the short y oke of cambric at the top 
down to the edge, are one rua^s of lace aud 
ruffle» , to skirts which, bey ond a simple 
cluster of tucks, are without trimmiuz. 
For ev ening dresses of course, a trained 
skirt must be worn, and the trimmings on 
these are really somewhat ex treme in their 
elegance. 
So far as I can judge, ladie* h we not 
paid v ery much attention to the outcry 
against high bats in the theaters. Yet they 
should, if they desire to be regarded as 
lady like, pay some attention to the comfort 
of others, and dispense wiih their cloud- 
scraping hats, which hav e, for ev ening 
wear, nothing to recommend them.

The first busin ess don e 
was tostriko the fifth an d six th section s from 
the 
sen ate 
amen dmen ts—con tain in g the 
sin kin g 
fun d 
provision s. 
McPherson 
said those section s required the Un ion Pacific 
to pay an n ually $09 0,000 more I lian the en tire 
in terest accoun t paid by the govern men t, 
while the Cen tral Pacific would pay $1,300,- 
000 less than its an n ual in terest accoun t with 
the govern men t. 
Hoar agreed to this, an d 
said the section s, if ex ecuted, would ban k­ 
rupt the Un ion Pacific. 
The vote on the 
proposition to strike out was-—yeas, 26; n ay*, 
t4. 
Colquitt, Gorman , Gray, McPherson , 
Morgan , Payn e, an d Han som, Democrats, 
voted yea, an d Cullom, In galls, McMillan , 
Van Wyek, an d Wilson of Iowa, Repub­ 
lican s, voted n ay. 
Sherman and McPherso n also desired the 
pro visio n autho rizing the president to fo re­ 
clo se tho mo rtgages, etc., stricken o ut, and 
said tho autho rity co uld no t bo exercised fo r 
ten y ears and the o nly effect o f the pro visio n 
wo uld bo to influenco tho sto ck market 
Hhernmn also tho ught the salary o f co mmis­ 
sio ner was to o high—$9 ,000. 
He tiio ught 
$5,000 wo uld bo eno ugh. Ho ar said the salary 
was no ne to o high, as the o bject was to get 
men o f the highest character, who so names 
wo uld be a pro tectio n against “ bull” and 
“ bear” o peratio ns. 
The go vernment, Ho ar 
said, in its dealings with these ro o ds, was no t 
a credito r lay ing its hand upo n a debto r; it 
was a guardian say ing to its ward: “ I inter­ 
po se to mako y o u manago y o ur pro perty 
reaso nably , in view o f the fact that y o u have 
a debt co ming due.” 
Vance spoke o f the Unio n Pacific ro ad be­ 
ing co nceived in sin and bro ught fo rth in 
iniquity . 
It had so ught to get rid o f the bad 
o do r attached to it by electing Mr. Charlo s 
Francis Adam., its president. 
It had so ught 
fo i aim in the rnugwumpian atitudes where 
Willii »1 Curtis and Carl Bchurz

in hand singing so ngs o f purity 
co ncerning a new po litical science. 
But he 
had read in a Chicago newspaper o f Mr.

Eiddleberger moved to strike out the clause 
which provides th at a claim th at testimon y 
or eviden ce may te.id to crim in ate a witn ess 
shall n ot ex cuso him from testifyin g.

A lo ng debate to o k place o n a 
reso lutio n o ffered by Ho ar, declaring it the 
judgment o f the senate that no nego tiatio n 
sho uld be carried o n with England lo o king 
to any revisio n o f the duties o n Canadian 
impo rts pending the present fishery tro ubles. 
Beck and Mo rgan o ppo sed, say ing it was an 
attem pt to tie the president’s hands. 
The 
reso lutio n was referred to the finance co m­ 
mittee. 
The co nference repo rt o n the bill to 
establish a so ldiers’ ho me west o f the Ro cky 
mo untains was agreed to . 
A veto o f the bill 
fo r a $100,000 
go vernment building at 
Lyn n , Mass., was received fro m the presi­ 
dent, who said the building was no t needed. 
The pleuro pneumo nia bill was taken up and 
lidmun ds o ffered a substitute appropriatin g 
$1,000,000 to be available fo r two y ears and 
to be expended under the direction o f the 
•» residen t to assist the states in stampin g o ut 
the disease. 
This was ado pted, but after­ 
ward a mo tio n to reco nsider was made and 
the bill was laid aside. 
The Pacific railway 
bill was laid befo re the senate an d after a 
sho rt debate a recess was taken , the n ight 
sessio n to be fo r con sideration of the bill. 
A t the n ight session a motion to strikeo ut 
i he sin kin g fun d provision s was agreed to — 
y eas, 20; nay s, 14. 
A fter a lon g debate the 
fourth section , authorizin g the presiden t to 
redeem mortgages, was retain ed in the Lull, 
an d the sixth section , authorizin g the in vest­ 
ment o f the sinking fund in tirst mortgage 
bon ds, was resto red. 
The reso lutio n was 
then read the third time and passed, and the 
senate at 1:55 a. in. Saturday adjourn ed. 
During the afterno o n Van VVy ck go t the 
Po o r and made a carefully prepared speech 
in favo r o f electing senato rs by tho peo ple. “ 
The ho use insisted o n its retaliatio n bill 
and appo inted a co nference co mmittee. 
The 
rules were suspended and the senate bill pro ­ 
viding fo r agricultural experiment statio ns 
was passed. 
The co nference repo rt o n the 
invalid pensio ns appro priatio n was agreed 
to , and the ho use in co mmittee o f the 
who le co nsidered the naval appro priatio n 
bill. 
After ado pting an amendment nrmrw

PLEA FOR RADICAL CHANGE. 


▼an W y ek Finds a M ista ke Made by th e 
“ra th e r* . " 
W a sh in gto n C ity , Feb. 26.—Van Wy ck 
took the floor of the senate Friday an d sub­ 
mitted some rem arks upo n a reso lutio n in­ 
troduced by him expressing it as the judg­ 
men t of the senate that a co nstitutio nal 
amen dmen t should be ado pted pro viding for 
tiie election of Unito d States senato rs by the 
jieople. 
The senato r said the framers o f the co nsti­ 


tution made an erro r in establishing 
the 
presen t mo de o f electing senato rs, and the 
people were demanding that the mo de sho uld 
bo changed. The idea o f a bo dy which, in 
the words o f Go verneur Mo rris in 17k7 is 
wan ted “ to keep do wn the turbulence o f 
demo cracy ” was abho rrent to the speaker. 
The state was the peo ple. 
He declared in ef­ 
fect that the sy stem has beco me co rrupt and 
it was no w bo ldly pro claimed that it is ea* 
ier to purchase legislatures than the voters 
at the po lls. 
He referred to the tro uble in 
Indiana and New Jersey as illustratio ns o f 
tho need o f a change, and then reverted to 
his o wn case, claiming that he had made a 
canvass o f the state o n the senato rial issue; 
that he had a majo rity o f the legislato rs in­ 
structed fo r him, the majo rity being made 
up o f Republican and Demo cratic members 
who were elected, but in spite o f this he was 
beaten befo re the legislature which was co n­ 
tro lled, he charged, by co rpo ratio ns. 
An­ 
o ther feature o f his defeat was that the Re­ 
publicans and Demo crats elected to vo te fo r 
him wo uld no t vo te to gether o n acco unt o f 
tho ir lo y alty to party . 
He warned his hearers that there was a 
serio us crisis appro aching, and that in the 
near future the “ to ilers” wo uld be array ed 
at the ballo t-bo x against their o ppresso rs, 
who were inflicting wro ngs o f mo re danger 
to tho republic than dy namite. 
The tenant 
class was y early increasing, he said; capital 
in defiance o f law was demanding pay ment 
o f d. L>U in go ld co in o nly . 
The so il was be­ 
ing exhausted to raise grain fo r which the 
pro ducers 
o btained 
a 
mere 
pittance, 
and 
the 
labo rer’s 
bo ast 
o f 
meat 
thro e times a day was beco ming a thing o f 
tho past, and the labo ring millio ns were rap- 
iily co ming to that co nditio n when they 
wo uld be called upo n to return thanks fo r 
being permitted to to il 
The Republican 
party had carried the mo nster co rpo ratio ns 
until it reeled under the burden, and wo uld 
be crushed under the heel o f po pular co n­ 
demnatio n if it did no t take warning. 
Po wer was departing fro m the senate, he 
co ncluded, and it was no w a necessity that 
senato rs sho uld receive their co mmissio ns 
directly fro m the peo ple. 


ALL A C C U SED OF STEALING. 


D em o cra tic T estim o ny 
In th e Inquiry 
into Texa s P o litics. 


W as h ing t o n C ity, Feb. 26.—In the Texas 
in vestigation Friday mo rning Jo hn H. Ro b­ 
erts swore there was no t a single Republican 
who had held o ffice in Washingto n co unty 
sin ce the war who had no t been accused o f 
stealing mo ney . 
On the Sunday after the 
killin g o f Bo lto n the negro es co llected a t a 
church and made threats that if the negro es 
who were arrested fo r the murder were no t 
released they wo uld unite and massacre the 
whites. 
The whites were o utnumbered by 
tho n egroes in the neighbo rho o d in tho ratio 
of six to o ne. A meeting was held by the 
whites, and he telegraphed the sheriff to 
come with fifty men to pro tect the whites. 
The sheriff came with seventeen men. 
F. N. En gelke, presiden t of the First Na­ 
tion al ban k of Bren ham, testified th at he 
kn ow of n o in stan ce of a man ’s person al or 
busin ess relation s bein g in terfered with on 
accoun t of politics. 
He believed the me­ 
morialists could still live peacefully an d pur­ 
sue their callin g in W ashin gton coun ty. 
Although a Republican , he believed that 
white men should fill the offices, as tho n e­ 
groes are too un educated to rule. 
E. Ro ichardt, a Demo crat, and a business 
man of Brenham, testified that Hack wo rth 
an d Schultze wo uld no t pay their debts; that 
they were deeply in debt; that they had no 
busin ess in which mo ney co uld be made; 
they co uld still live there if they wished. 


P en d leto n Call* o n C levela nd. 
W a sh in gto n 
C ity , Feb. 26.—Minister 
Pendleto n called a t the W hite Ho use abo ut ] 
o ’clo ck Friday and had a sho rt co nference with 
the president—no o ne kno ws definitely what 
abo ut.

L a te r .—Mr. Pendleto n has stated po si­ 
tively that he is go ing back to Berlin, so that 
he is no t a cabinet po ssibility .

Genoa , Feb. 26.—'The earthquake scare 
has no t y et « bated. 
Business I* almo st co m­ 
pletely paraly sed and the streets are filled 
with peo ple. 
Nearly all o f the inhabitant* 
remaining in this city slept in the o pen air 
Thursday night, o r to o k refuge o n bo ard the 
many vos *>1k ancho red in the harbo r. 
At 
least 20,u00 perso ns, to urists and residents, 
have fled the city , many o f them leaving all 
their belo ngings behind, and each successive 
railway train departing is fllted to ils full 
capacity with terro r-stricken men, wo men 
and children. 
Further details have to wn received fro m 
Diano -Marino , sho wing the disaster at that 
place to have been greater than was suppo sed 
fro m previo us repo rts. When the sho ck came 
a dance was in pro gress in a large ho use situ­ 
ated near a church. 
Witho ut warning the 
ho use fell upo n the heads o f the dancers, and 
the church to ppled o ver upo n the ho use. 
Subsequent examinatio n disclo sed the dead 
piled 
in 
heaps 
where 
they 
were 
caught by the falling buildings. 
Under­ 
neath many o f the 
buildings destro y ed 
were large tanks co ntaining new o live o il, 
tho manufacture o f which is the chief in­ 
dustry o f the to wn, which it was intended at 
the pro per seaso n to expo rt to France and 
Germany . 
Many o f these tanks aro fo und 
to be perfectly dry , their co ntents having 
escaped thro ugh the fissures caused by the 
earthquake, while fro m o thers the o il was 
expelled by the debris which filled them. 
Bo rne so ldiers explo ring the ruins at Diano - 
Marino Thursday , fo und Judge Ro ssi be­ 
neath the ruins o f his ho use, but still alive. 
The so ldiers attempted to extricate him, and 
seizing him by the legs tried to pull him o ut. 
They succeeded in freeing his bo dy fro m the 
weight which held it when a beam fell fro m 
abo ve, killing the judge, and wo unding his 
rescuers. 
As near as can be learned the fo llo wing is 
a list o f the victims o f the earthquake: Pro v­ 
ince o f Po rto Manrizio , 
750 killed (estimated) 
and 150 injured; Bressano , 50 killed and 36 
injnred; Diana Castello , 30 killed and many 
injured; Castellaro , 30 killed and o ver 50 in­ 
jured; pro vince o f Geno a, 34 killed and 37 in­ 
jured; Ba jar ado , 300 killed and wo unded; 
Diano Marino , 250 killed and injured. 


The Situa tio n a t Nice. 
N ice, Feb. 26.—Fifteen tho usand perso ns 
have left here since Wednesday and the exo ­ 
dus fro m the Riviera co ntinues. All the rail­ 
way statio ns are blo cked with peo ple, and 
the railway facilities are taxed to their full 
extent, day and night. 
It has transpired 
that during the panic o n Wednesday , while 
perso ns o f all classes and co nditio ns were 
huddled to gether in the o pen places mo st re­ 
mo te fro m buildings, a French co untess so ­ 
jo urning here was prematurely acco uched in 
o ne o f the public gardens. 
A tent was pro ­ 
cured, untler which the lady was placed o n 
a co uch, and where she has since remained. 
Her co nditio n is favo rable to reco very .

SOME BUSINESS NOTES SET DOWN 
BY R. Q. DUN db CO. 


A New York Proposition 
to lU gulnte 
Strikes—Henry George 
Discourses of 
the Cincinnati Conv ention—A Platform 
w ith Ev ery thing In It H at M ea n in g - 
Trouble for the Knights. 


N ew Y ork, Feb. 26 .—Dun & Co. in their 
weekly review of the situation in business 
circles say; 
Foreign trade being just now the vital 
point, the official statement for January, 
made Thursday, is im portant 
With large 
gains in exports of cotton, breadstuff.* and 
provisions, there was an actual decrease of 
$1,600,000 in the minor exports compared 
with last year, so that the excess of mer­ 
chandise exports over imports for the month 
fell below $20,000,000. 
Net imports of specie 
were $2,000 ,000 . 
The figures indicate some 
liquidation for stocks sent back from Europe, 
but February returns for three weeks show 
smaller exports from New York than last 
year by 18.3 per cent., while imports are 
larger by 12.3 per cent. 
Unless exports ma­ 
terially increase again, considerable exports 
of gold are probable; last year nearly $5,000,- 
000 went out in February. 
Money is in good supply, though the treas­ 
ury has taken in $1,*¿00,000 in gold during 
the week and enough silver to balance its loss 
of paper. The sustained pensions voto lessens 
by millions the probable appropriations, and 
it is now clear that no measures to seriously 
reduce the surplus revenue will be adopted. 
A considerable contraction of the circulation 
next fall is therefore to be expected, unless 
an extra session of both houses of congress is 
called. 
Railroad earnings and traffic continue en­ 
couraging; west-bound tonnage in January 
was the largost since 1892, and east-bound 10 
per cent, over last year, though smaller than 
in 1883 or 1885. 
Heavy transactions in real 
estate continue 
largely of a speculative 
character. 
Strikes have generally abated, but the Fall 
River spinners ask higher wages and are re­ 
fused. About Pittsburg the outlook promises 
industrial peace. 
But the general advance in 
wages, especially in the iron and connected 
industries, must soon seriously effect cost of 
production.

HENRY GEORGE’S VIEW S OF IT. * 


He Thinks the Recent Cincinnati Conv en­ 
tion Was Time Wasted. 
N e w Y ork, Feb. 20.—Henry George’s pa­ 
per, The Standard, has the following editor­ 
ial comment upon the Cincinnati Labor con­ 
vention: 
The conference was a sort of 4'omnium 
gatherum” of all shades^of “reformers,” de­ 
riving what little representative character it 
had from the delegates of western green- 
backers and farmers’ associations. 
There 
were some few representatives of isolated 
assemblies of the Knights of Labor, but the 
great bodies of organized workingmen, the 
Central Labor unions of the large cities and 
with cne or two local exceptions the branches 
ot the United Labor party and the Land and 
Labor clubs now forming throughout the 
country refused to have anything to do with 
it. ♦ * * Any such attem pt to make a 
political party by calling together all sorts 
of incongruous elements and endeavoring 
out of their diverse opinions to arrive at 
some common basis upon which they can all 
stand, is doomed in advance to failure. 
Each endeavors to get its own views into the 
platform, and each in order to do so has to 
submit to some compromises. The conse­ 
quence is a platform which embraces prefctv 
much everything and means nothing, whicn 
neither provokes opposition nor arouses sup­ 
port. 
Mr. George thinks there is enough discon­ 
tent with the old parties to crystallizo into a 
new one, ancl Concludes that his land ideas 
are the principles upon which the discontent 
will unite, instancing the fact that the land 
plank in the Cincinnati platform was put in 
place of honor—first—which he construes to 
mean that the land question is rapidly com­ 
ing to the front. 
He adds: 
W hat the conference proposes as means “to 
this end” are ridiculously inadequate, but the 
mere acceptance in any form of the truth 
that all men have rights to land will lead in 
time to the acceptance of adequate measures 
for giving it practical effect. 


TH E REGULATION OF STRIKES. 


Corporation* Blast Do Their W ork and 
Labor Unions Eschew Bulldozing. 
A l b any , N, Y., Feb. 26.—The report of 
the m ajority of the legislative committee on 
the recent strike and on the high price of 
coal, reaches certain conclusions which are 
embodied in a bill, which the committee 
recommends to be paused. The first section of 
the bill provides that the civil courts shall 
have power to enforce, on application of the 
people or the party injured, the performance 
by corporations of duties of a public nature, 
including the usual and customary con­ 
veniences of shelter, safety, and despatch of 
business. The recommendation of the rail­ 
road commissioners upon subjects within 
their jurisdiction shall be prima facie evi­ 
dence of the merits of the application. 
The second section makes it unlawful for a 
corporation to agree with another corpora­ 
tion to limit the production of fuel or food. 
It also makes it unlawful by force, duress, oi 
mandate of other than lawful authority tc 
prevent free voluntary labor of a person oi 
suitable age for any employer he may choose. 
[This section shall not prevent united action 
by peaceful insans for redress of a grievance 
common to all seeking such redress.] 
The third section provides that the state 
board of arbitration may accept the submis­ 
sion in writing of the differences between em­ 
ployers and employes, and their written 
award shall be prima facie evidence in all 
courts of the facts and conclusion therein 
stated in favor of and against the partias 
submitting and their principals and agents. 


More Trouble for the Knights. 
N e w a r k , N. J., Feb. 26. —The trade as­ 
sembly, composed of delegates from all the 
trade unions in Essex county, has passed a 
resolution condemning district assembly No. 
49 of New York for ite action in the late 
strikes; also a series of resolutions setting 
forth that if the order of the Knights of 
Labor in regard to the cigarmakers is en­ 
forced every union in 
the assembly will 
withdraw from the knights. A committee 
was appointed 
to wait on 
Master Work­ 
man Fowderly and urge him to rescind the 
ordrtr 


A CHAPTER OF TROUBLES. 


Ex perience of the Pa ssengers on a Boston 
A Albany Train. 


B oston , Feb. 26,—The passengers on the 
train that arrived at 6 o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing from New York over the Boston 
& Al­ 
bany railroad reporta sertos of adventures. 
A few miles out of New York three con­ 
fidence men entered the first das* through 
car from Boston. 
One was 
a fine looking 
man and the principal accomplice was 
a 
rough looking fellow in an apparently in­ 
toxicated 
condition. 
The two started 
a 
game of whist in which the drunken man 
lost heavily. 
A young passenger was per­ 
suaded to take a hand and lost $40, 
Being 
told that he was dealing with sharpers, he 
showed a telegram summoning him to the 
bed-side of his dying mother in Maine, Mid 
pleaded for his money, but without avail. 
The indignant passengers mustered to cap­ 
ture the rascals, but tho latter threatened to 
cut the throat of any one who molested 
them, and left the car and jumped from the 
train. 
The excitement had hardly subsided when, 
as the train slowed up, the mangled body of 
a night watchman was thrown out from un­ 
der the wheels. 
After leavidg Wellsely the 
steam pipes in one of the cars exploded and 
flooded the floor with water. There was a 
rush for both doors. 
Nobody was hurt, but 
much baggage was damaged. 
One man had 
a suit of clothes completely spoiled, and a 
lady had her dress ruined. 
The passengers 
all declare that it was the most unfortunate 
train on which they have ever ridden. 


LEGISLATIVE NON- INTERCOURSE. 


The Two India na Houses Nev er Speak ae 
They Pass by —Arbitra tion Rejected. 
India na polis, Feb. 26 .—There was no 
riot Friday in the capitol building.

tenant Governor Robertson appeared a t the 
door of the senate chamber in the morning 
and demanded admittance, which being re­ 
fused he walked away. 
He says he will 
probably make the demand every day. 
The 
senate passed a resolution to submit the dis­ 
pute 
to 
the 
supreme 
court, but the 
Republicans did 
not 
vote, and 
they 
said 
they 
had 
nothing 
to 
arbitrate. 
An incident occurred in 
the morning 
which illustrates the attitude ot the two par­ 
ties. 
A messenger asked admission to the 
bouse for the purpose of announcing the 
passage of a temporary loan bill by the sen­ 
ate. He was refused, and he then sent a 
note to Speaker Sayre which was returned 
unread. 
The 
messenger 
returned 
to 
the 
senate, and 
presently 
Repre- 
sentive Jewett was called out and the papers 
were given to him, it being arranged that he 
should present them on a question of per­ 
sonal privilege. 
When Jewett returned he 
too was refused admission, a Republican 
having reported the m atter to the speaker. 
He was therefore forced to return the papers 
to the senate. 
The attorneys of State Senator Smith have 
prepared a brief, and filed it in the supreme 
court in the Smith-Rohertson quo warranto 
proceedings, asking for a rehearing, and 
stating that the court was mistaken both in 
the law. and the facts of the case. 


Logan’s Resting Pla ce Selected. 
C h ic a go, Feb. 26.—The commission ap­ 
pointed by the legislature to take in charge 
the erection of a monument in honor of the 
late Gen. John A. Logan, met in this city 
Friday. 
Mrs. Logan was present at the 
meeting and announced to the commission 
that she had decided upon Chicago for the 
final interment of the remains of her illus­ 
trious husband, and th at she had selected 
Jackson park as tho location of the monu­ 
ment to be erected, with the express under­ 
standing that Gen. Logan’s remains shall be 
placed in the base of said monument, and a 
place be reserved for her own body beside 
her husband. 
Mrs. Logan also stated when 
asked to give her views as to the character 
of the monument, that her ideas in the m at­ 
ter were crude at present. 
All she desired 
was a lasting monument. 
The monument 
commission will now ask the legislature to 
authorizo the park commissioners to grant 
the site selocted by Mrs. Logan. 


Schaefer Issues a Challenge. 
Chica go, Feb. 26.—A telegram from St. 
Louis says Jacob Schaefer has issued a 
challenge, claiming to be the champion bil- 
liardist, offering to play any man in tho 
world at cushion carroms for $2,500, and 
another challenge to play

He has 
deposited a forfeit with the Globe-Democrat 
Slosson declines to acknowledge Schaefer as 
the champion, but says he can not raise the 
money to accept the whole of the challenge.

000,000 and getting a check .for that 
su m and interest added. 
I carried in 
one lot to Fish & Hatch $1,000,000 new 
5-20s. 
They were ju st off the Gov ern­ 
ment presses, au d were nu mbered con­ 
secu tiv ely . 
For these I got a check for 
a million and some odd thou sands. The 
smallest check that I ev er saw was for 
1 cent. It was drawn by a Western offi­ 
cial on the Treasu ry of the United 
States. 
That check ex cited more re­ 
mark by the clerk s who saw' it than any 
of the $1,000,000 ones.

leav ing Eton. 
The salt-bearers carried 
satin money bags and painted stav es, 
and as receipts for the salt that they 
secu red they gav e little printed tick ets 
with the date of the y ear au d a Latin 
motto. 
Ev ery body went to Montem. 
King 
George ahv ay s u sed to go, and Qu een 
Victoria went. 
There was alway s a 
“Montem poet” who dressed in patch­ 
work and wore a crown; and ho drov e 
abou t the crowd in 
a donk ey -cart re­ 
citing his ode and flou rishing copies of 
it for sale. 
When the procession came to the 
top of Salt Hill, the ensign wav ed his 
flag a second time, and that ended the 
celebration; only tho boy s and the 
v isitors all w ent to the inns at Windsor 
for a big dinner .—“ A Glimp se o f

The Eiglit-Hou r Work ing Day , 
Ev ery indication points u s to the be­ 
lief that su ch a fu rther redu ction in 
hou rs of labor, ev en below the eight- 
hou r limit, is not only possible, bu t ex ­ 
ceedingly probable, if it is allowed to 
come natu rally , not artificially ; that the 
progress of art and science is rapidly 
tending, where it is u ncheck ed, to mak e 
less labor necessary for man’s su bsist­ 
ence. 
Nothing cou ld be so certain to 
check or destroy this tendency as an 
organized effort by labor to gain a 
forced, artificial, and u nfair adv antage 
ov er its employ er. 
When hou rs of la­ 
bor are far abov e the limit possible at 
the time, statu tory interference can do 
camparativ ely little harm; tho nearer 
they approach the natu ral limit, the 
more does statu tory interference tend 
to driv e them u p again. 
Labor organi­ 
zations can do v ery little by striv ing 
for a leg a l eight-hou r day : they can do 
v ery mu ch by striv ing to sweep away 
passion and preju dice, by u pholding 
peace, order, and secu rity , tho condi­ 
tions of efficient produ ction, and by in­ 
cu lcating an intelligent consideration of 
facts by their members. 
Only in this 
way can they gain or approach an eight- 
hou r work ing day .— The Century.

“Don’t y ou k now,” said a Chicago 
capitalist, “that I do not see how so 
many men are poor, or rather, why 
more are not rich. 
Why , ev ery day I

Still less can he affo rd to take all the 
co nsequ ences, inclu ding the vitiating 
o f his temper and the lo ss o f self-co n­ 
tro l. 
Yield larger things to which yo n 
can sho w no mo re than equ al right; 
and yield lesser o nes tho u gh clearly 
yo u r o wn. 
Better give yo u r path to a 
do g than be bitten by him in co ntesting 
fo r the right. 
Even killing the do g 
will no t cu re the bite.”

Joe led the way into the wooden shed called 
the dead bouse, and lifting tho cover from an 
ordinary pine box ex posed to view the l>ody 
of the young man. Tho visitor looked at it in 
silence for a moment, and then the young 
woman said, in the same mattcrof-faet tone 
in which she might have remarked ujx m the 
qualities of a picture: 
“How beautiful ho is! See!” pointing to a 
small red spot near the left temple, “that is 
where the bullet entered. 
Isn't it?” she 
asked, appealing to Joe. 
“Yes,” replied the latter; “you don't seem 
to recognize him?” 
“Oh, no,” she returned; “we did not ex jiect 
to. Our curiosity was ex cited by tho ac­ 
counts in the morning pajiers. I was up early 
and I got pa and ma to come down and see 
the body. What a mysterious affair! 
And 
he so young, too. I wonder what made him 
doit? Do yon suppose it was a love affair?” 
The young woman continued to rattle along 
in a composed manner, while her parents si­ 
lently inspected the body. They remained a 
quarter of an hour, and by the time they 
went away a number of other morbidly cu­ 
rious people had arrived, it was with diffi­ 
culty that Joe got rid of them. 
“ Of all the pestiferous cranks in this world,” 
said Joe to a reporter later 
in the day, “de­ 
liver me from these curious people who like 
to see nothing so well as a corpse. In the 
many years I have been 
hero I have never 
known of a single ease that was published in 
the newspapers that did not bring a 
lot of 
these busy bodies around. In eases where 
there was considerable publicity I have 
even 
known them to come hero without their break­ 
fasts. 
“Last summer there was a case of a young 
woman who killed herself in a prominent ho­ 
tel. Nobody knew who she was, and the pa­ 
pers published columns about it. We actually 
had to call in the police to drive the crowds 
away. They were all well dressed people, 
too, and looked respectable.

In the first place, the 
California vineyards are entirely free from 
stones, and no fertilizers are necessary or are 
used. There is no snow at all and seldom any 
rain or hail from pruning time to vintage. 
There are as yet no bugs of much concern, 
and the ravages of the phyllox era in Napa 
and Bonoma counties have been much sub­ 
dued. 
The ravages of the phyllox era in 
France have been dreadful; for, out of her 
area of 5,146,783 acres in 1884, 1,661,378 acres 
were attacked, and are now dead or dving. 
ITevious to 188* there had been 1,072,500 
acres of fine grape vines totally destroyed, 
and her total production of wine in 1885 was 
027,795,323 gallons, 300,000,000 lev than the 
(mean) product of ten previous 
Our 
other advantages are double crop per acre 
and the general warmth and equability of the 
California climate, where fermentation fe 
carried on without artificial heat, while in 
other grape countries fires have to be kept np 
in the cellars during winter. Land is cheaper 
in California than in France, and interest on 
money nowadays only a trifle higher.—New 
York Times.

DUCK HUNTING IN THE BAYOUS. 


D isappearance of 
M allards 
and 
Teal, 
flow P rofessionals H unt. 
The only ex planation of the disappearance 
of the ducks from their former haunts near 
the city Is the destruction of the feed—wild 
celery, water cr**ss, wild rice, etc. During 
the past month these plants have died in such 
quantities that the ducks have fiix l toother 
feeding places, and those that remain Iwhind 
are remarkably thin and have a fishy flavor 
The unusually low water in the river and in 
ih© svromps, in consequence of which most of 
the lagoons are dry, may have something to 
do with the disappearance of these swamp 
plants and the flight of the ducks. 
The ducks have retired deeper into the 
swarnps, and Lake Leray and Bayou des 
Allemands have lieeome the hunting grounds 
for mallarrls and teal. The latter is one of 
the oldest hunting grounds in the Union, and 
the supply of game is apparently as inex ­ 
haustible to-day as it was a century and a 
half ago, when the Dutch hunters from whom 
the bayou is named supplied the town of New 
Orleans with clucks. There are over 400 pro­ 
fessional hunters on Bayou des Allemands 
alone, and from tho single station of Bayou 
des Allemands, on the Southern Pacific roads, 
no less than 1,000,000 duck*» were shipped to 
New Orleans last year, and as many as 12,000 
in a single day. The average number killed 
each year bv a gcx nl professional hunter is 
7,000. 
The professionals hunt in parties of from 
ten to thirty, and have regularly organized 
camps in the center of the » warnp. 
They 
have their rude huts built in tie* higher 
patches of ground, and running from their 
houses for miles hack in the prairie an« 
ditches that they have cut, and which they 
k(%p always open. 
It is through 
these 
miniature canals that they push their pi­ 
rogues when searching for ducks. Both sides 
of the bayou nro complete networks of these? 
ditches, running in all nirectiona Tho most 
rigid observance is maintained of the rights 
of ownership of these.? canals. It is this that 
prevents amateur hunters from accomplish­ 
ing much in the way of shooting ducks, as 
they havo no us«? of these canals and are un­ 
able to force their pirogues, or dug outs, 
through the thick matted grass everywhere 
covering the swamp. Even the professionals 
find this grass very troublesome, and moro 
than half the ducks killed are lost in it. 
Nearly aU the best hunting grounds in tha 
bayou have thus been taken up, and the ama­ 
teurs are left only the outlying districts, 
where ducks are few and the hunting bad. 
Just west of the duck fields are the snipe 
and woodcock grounds, in St. Mary parish, 
where a good hunter will pick off 350 snipe 
and 150 woodcock a day. Both snipe and 
woodcock are abundant just now, and there 
are some prairie chickens to be* found also. 
The supply of these, of wild turkeys, deer, 
rabbits, and other game, is making good 
some of the deficiency due to the lack of 
ducks.—New Orleans Cor. New York Sun. 


Tli© M arket for Sassafras. 
“It’s twelve years now since I began to 
supply the Chicago market with sassafras,” 
said Thomas Sapp, the other day. Mr. Sapp 
is a tall and portly gentleman from Indiana; 
his hair is gray and he wears on his chin a 
tuft of whiskers of thé sarno shade. “Yes, 
sir, I’ve been in this line twelvo years and I 
havo some customers now that I had at the 
first. When I started out I didn’t have much 
of a trade, but I have built it up until now I 
get rid of about $ 900 worth a year. Oh, yes, 
it’s a pretty fair business. You see tho sassa­ 
fras that I sell and that which is sold in the 
stores are two different things. I cut mine 
when the sap is in the root, tho stores get 
theirs when the sap is in the boughs making 
leaves. I calculate that sassafras is good for 
everybody. 
Now I come from tho Terre 
Haute region and I know what I am talking 
about. 
“Sassafras has different effects upon differ­ 
ent people. The best way to take it is to eat 
a little of it every day. Some folks will take 
a whole bunçh and chew it down at once. 
That’s no way. Some others will boil it 
down, get tho strength out of it and drink it 
all at once. That’s no way, neither. The 
way to do is to eat it a little at a time. It re­ 
lax es the system and opens the pores, letting 
tho impurities pass out in that way. Now 
there’s one man in this town that I have sold 
toffor twelve years, and from the fact that 
during all that time he has been in one place 
and at one desk I suspect that he’s a pretty 
steady man. He says it does him good and I 
guess it does, What does the sassafras tree look 
like? Well, well, now, the sassafras tree 
looks like—it looks like—I should say that it 
resemble» —well, it looks more like the black 
gum than anything else that I know of. It’s 
a great tree.”—Chicago Herald.

It 
contains ri pow erful anaesthetic, producing in­ 
stantaneously com plete insensibility, lasting 
for tw elve hours, which, ex cept that the ac­ 
tion of the heart continues, is not to be diu 
tinguished from death.

these bullets are used will in a short time 
I k s 
apparently covered with dead bodies, 
bu t in 
reality merely with the prostrate 
form s of 
soldiers reduced for the time being to a state 
of unconsciousness. While in this condition 
they 
m ay, tho German chemist points out, 
lie packed in ambulance wagons and carried 
off as prisoner« .
